Extra preparations are being made to accomo- 
date the Derby crowd. Seats have been erected 
from the entrance gate to the head of the 
stretch, from which a capital view of the race 
can be obtained. 

The Indiana Derby, for three-year-olds, $2,000 
guaranteed. The winner of one three-year-old 
stake race to carry 5 pounds extra ; two or 
more three-year-old stake races. 8 pounds extra ; 
maidens allowed 5 pounds. Beaten maidens, 
10 pounds, 1 *4 miles. 



Fine weather favored Sheffield yesterday and 
the attendance was large. The track was fast 
and the racing good, some of the finishes especi- 
ally in the last event, when Dago, Belvour and 
Merry Monarch finished noses apart, being close 
and exciting. 

The principal event of the day was the mile 
handicap, for which Redskin was an odds on 
favorite. Hankins & Johnson's uncertain geld- 
ing, Evanatus, took it into his head to run. and. 
well ridden by Dorsey, he beat the favorite home 
by a length. Ouly one favorite was successful, 
and that was Sammie Young in the second race, 
he just beating Terra Archer by a neck. 

George B. Swift had things all his own way in 
the opening race and for once managed to last 
the distance. 

In the fifth race, five furlongs light welter 
weights, there was a great plunge on Ardath, 
a three-year-old daughter of Sensation and 
Aster. Unfortunately she was left at the post, 
Floreanna winning handily.

THE SUMPTER GOLD MINING CO.
